Mrs. Gerard Aids i in 
the Conviction of 
a German Spy 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 

NEW YORK, April 8. — Be- 
cause Mrs. James W. Gerard, 
wife of the former Ambassador 
to Germany, has an excellent 
memory for faces, Henry Bode, 
the only American soldier con- 
victed of serving Germany as a 


spy, is serving a ten-year sen- 
tence in the disciplinary bar- 
racks at Governor's Island, it 
was learned here tonight. 

Bode, according to his con- 
fession, after Mrs. Gerard had 
identified him as a man in Ger- 
man uniform who had appeared 
one day at the American Em- 
bassy in Berlin wearing the 
iron cross, deserted from the 
American army at Fort Bliss, 
Tex., in July, 1914, and made 
his way to Germany, where he 
entered the German army. 

After winning his tron cross 
in action against the Allies. 
Bode entered the German in- 
telligence service, was sent to 
New York, and eventually to 
Mexico, where he was ordered 
to work toward embroiling 
Mexico and the United States in 
war and to blow up the Tampico 
oll fields. 

Fearing for his life in Mexico, 
Bode crussed he American 
border into Calexico, Cal... and 
surrendered to immigration au- 
thorities. At his court-martial 
at Governor'’t Island. Mrs. Ger- 
ard identified him, and Frank 
Hill, Mr. Gerard's valet, cor- 
roborated her statement. 

Bode, a native of Germany, 
for years had been a soldier of 
fortune. He was a Russian spy 
during the Russo-Japanese War, 
served in the United States 
Navy, was a member of the in- 
telligence service in the Phil- 
ippine constabulary and won a 
HMeutenant-coloneicy in the Mex- 
jean army during the Madero 
regime for gallantry In action.

For the 
first time during the session Frank 
Jordan, Secretary of State, had re- 
mained in Sacramento in place of 
returning to his fruit ranch in 
Auburn; and it was known that he 
had circulated freely about the re- 
sorts where Assemblymen gather 
when their day's work is ended. 

When the Carter resolution burst 
forth the storm broke. For the first 


time in the session the machine 
forces were caught unawares. Lack- 
ing an organized plan they offered 
but a feeble defense. The con- 
centrated fire of the opposition 
mowed down all technical entangle- 
ments and the bill was brought 
forth from committee by a vote of 
64 to 19, The Hindenburg life of 
fat commissions was 
broken riven from their defenses 
the forces of extravagance must 
now fight in the open. 
FATE UNDECIDED.

An effort will be 
made to release the men accord- 
ing to their former place of resi- 
dence, Mr. Gershon expiained. The 
ten to be released daily will in- 
clude, so far as possible, men who 
were interned from a certain section 
and who will return to their former 
homes.

HEARST BLUFF CALLED 
BY NEW YORK SENATOR. 


IEGISLATOR SAYS NEWSPAPFR 
PUBLISHER ROBS LITIGANTS 
IN ADVERTISING. \ 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

ALBANY, April 9. — William R, 
Hearat and his New York newspa- 
pers, the American and the Evening 
Journal, were aseailed today in the 
Senate by Senator James E. Walker, 
Democrat, of New York. Senator 
Walker declared he had been in- 
formed by an agent of Hearst that 
he would be put out of public life 
and his political career ended if he 
did not withdraw three bills which 
he declared would deprive the 
Hearst New York papers of $60,000 
«m year in law advertising. 

Senator Walker said he intended 
to bring sult against “sorne one” 
the New York American because that 
newspaper today referred to him as 
the “Democratic Dagman”™ and 1:80 
as “Hinky Dink Walker.” He char- 
acterized Hearst as the “newspaper 
bully of the backyard” and the 
American as a “dirty, slimy, steal- 
‘Is my last act.” declared 
Mr. Walker, “somebody in this State 
is going to tell a judge and jury 
why the New York American has 
called me the ‘Democtatic bagman,’ 
whether it ig Hearst, the Czar him- 
self, or his poorest-paid office boy.” 

The Senator declared the attack 
of the Hearst papers on him was be- 
cause “my legisiation would have ie- 
prived Hearst of robbing litigants; 
because I stopped him dippine. his 
brands in their pockets and robbing 
them openly and in violation of the 
code." 
The Walker attack was prompted 
by recent stories in’ the American 
aileging Walker had introduced a 
series of advertising bills in the in- 


terest of a firm headed by “Phil” 
Donohue, treasurer of Tammany 
Hall. The bills would permit litli- 


gents the right to designate the 
newspapers for the insertion of their 
legal! notices. The designation is now 
made by judges. Mr. Walker charged 
that the judges had discriminated in 
favor of Hearst papers. He de- 
clared further that, while the legal 
rate for such advertising is 12 cents 
an agate line the New York Ameri- 
can charged 30 cents and the Eve- 
ning Journal 75 cents. 

Senator Walker declared that 
Luke J. O'Reilly, head of the board 
of water supply of New York City 
and secretary to Hearet, twice notl- 
fled him through a “go between” 
that he had better “lay off the ad- 
vertising bills or Hearst would get 
him.”

BOLA KUN PREDICTS OVER- 
THROW OF HUN GOVERN. 
MENT BY SOVIETS. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
PARIS, April 9.—A wireless mes- 
Sage from Bola Kun, Hungarian 
Foreign Minister, to M. Tchitcherin, 
Russian Bolshevik Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, under date of April 8. 
has been intercepted by the Paris 
wirelees officials. The message fol- 
lows: 


“The German papers are publish- 
ing the stupid story that our dicta- 


torship ts only a patriotic mask and 
the only way the bourgeoisie of the 
Central Powers could deceive the 
imperialism of the Entente. 

“We do not want to use the dic- 
tatorship of the Hungarian prole- 
tarlat to take bourgeoisie chestnuts 
out of the fire for the bourgeoisie. 
When the German proletariat shall 
have power they will not use it for 
the benefit of Gérman imperialism 
and will throw out Scheidemapn, 
Ebert, Ngske, David and thelr press 
valets.” 

Nikolai Lenine, Russian Bolshevik 
Premier, has sent M. Samelli of the 
school of propaganda at Moscow as 
a delegate to Budapest. Advices 
reaching Paris say Samelli has ad- 
vised Bela Kyun, Hungarian Foreign 
Minister, the Bolshevikfwill send an 
afmy of 150,000 to assist the Hun- 
garian Bolsheviki. 

Vienna dispatches today announce 
the arrival of a Germah delegation 
which has opened negotiations for 
the Incorporation of Austria in Ger- 
many. 


COMPANY ASKS RULING 
ON WATER CONTRACTS. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 9.—The 
Fresno Canal and Land Corporation 
asked the Railroad Commisrion here 
today to investigate the corpora- 
tion's water rate# to determine 
whether 260 contracts giving lower 
rates than the rest of the approxi- 
mately 18,000 consumers pay do not 
constitute a discrimination. The 
commission also was asked to rule 
in thé matter of contracts under 
which water is given free. 

“No valid reason exists for the 
furnishing of water without charge 
while other water users are re- 
quired to pay for water furnished to 


them under the same _  circum- 
stances,” the company's request 
stated. 


The standard rate paid by the 
consumers, except the 260 who have 
a iower rate, is 62% cents an acre

PARIS, April. 9.—The evacuation 
of the Black Sea port of Odessa by 
the Allied forces is confirmed offi- 
cially. 


LONDON, April 9.—The situation 
at Odessa is not yet clear, accord- 
ing to va latest news reaching offi- 
cial quafters in London, but it Is 
belteved that the evacuation-of civil- 
idns is imminent, owing to the difi- 
culty of food supply. All measures 
have been taken for the removal of 
British civilians. 

[A Paris dispatch Tuesday night 
said a wireless message from Mos- 
cow reported capture of Odessa by 
Ukrainian soviet troops. On Sun- 
day the Paris Matin said that the 
evacuation of Odessa by the Allies 


was imminent, as Bolshevik pressure 
was increasing. 


REDS GRANT CONCESSIONS.

STOCKHOLM, April 8% — The 
French Minister here announces he 
has learned that the Russian Bol- 
shevik government has approved 
concessions to foreign capitalists, in- 
cluding Swedes, for railroads and 
other public works. The Minister 
has notified the Swedish government 
that the French, government refuses 
to recognize such concessions and 
declares that those accepting them 
do so at their own risk.

“A telegram from Murmansk says 
ithat on April 7 a disturbance was 
eau at Murmansk by Chinese 
workmen, but it was soon put down 
and was not considered significant 
politically. The majority of the 
rioters, most of whom were armed 
with revolvers and knives, are now 
in custedy. 

“A party of Red Finns twice at- 
tacked one of our posts south of 
Segeja. on April 7. but were both 
times repulsed, leaving six killed be- 
hind. We had no casualties. This 
attack furnished additional corrob- 
oration of the intention to launch a 
simultaneous action by the Finnish 
legion and Bolshevik Finns.

It isn't mak- 
ing the world safe for democracy when a 
drumhead court of shave tails will sentence 
a private to ten years’ confinement for fail- 
ing to salute a second-lieutenant who used 
to work for him. or for neglecting to scour 
his buttons. If there ts any barrier between 
officers and men as the result of service it 
can be chiefly traced to the many foolish 


and tactless judgments of the courtsmar 
tial.

ROBLEMS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

Six years of Democratic control of na- 
tional legislation ended officially when the 
Sixty-fifth Congress came to an unlamented 
end at noon on March 4. 

The verdict of the people last November 
Was very decidedly to the effect that this 
last of three Democratic Congresses has 
been “‘weighed in the balance and found 
wanting.” 

With the adjournment of this Congress. 
leaving scores of important matters un- 
acted upon, it became apparent that a spe- 
cial session would be ifmperative. This 
was recognized by both political parties: 
but President Wilson, angered by his fail- 
ure to drive the steam roller over the Re 
publican members of both branches, re- 
fused to carry out his @bvious duty and 
call the Congress together for much-needed 
legislation. 

With the passing of time and the Increase 
of national necessities President Wilson 
hag seen the light and yielded to the in- 
evitable; and if! is announced that a call 
will be issued for the assembling of both 
branches of Congress in May. Conditions 
are such that such action on the part of the 
President is almost compulsory. 

The tentative-programme of tasks set be 
fore the new body covers every field of 
national legislation, made more difficult by 
the fact that the nation is emerging from 
a great war. There are deeds for gtants 
to accomplish in constructive statesman- 
ship. Possibly never in the history of the 
country so many vital and material 
issues pressed for solution. Many inter- 


ests have suffered severely because the 


President has not swallowed his pride ere 
this and set the lawmakers at work..

men have been discharged 
from the army and as many more will 
follow in the near future. It is the impera- 
tive duty of Congress to enact laws that 
will help them in the resumption of civil 
life, that will sét the wheels of industry 
and commerce moving and inaugurate land 
reclamation and public works in order that 
these men discharged from the industry of 
war may be employed. The Dill fostered 
by Secretary Lane along these lineg will be 
one of the very important measures that 
wil] demand the attention of Congress. 


What is to be done WITH THE RAII- 
ROADS, whose mismfinagement by the gov- 
ernment is costing the taxpayers of this 
country millions of dollars every month? 
Government control has proven a colossal 
failure, and President Wilson himself is on 
record as saying that he has no advice to 
offer. It ie for the Kepublican majority of 
the Sixty-sixth Congress‘to settle the fu- 
ture policy of the government in that re- 
gard. So far about the only element of the 
population in favor of continued govern- 
ment control {s made up of the railroad em- 
ployees who have found that with the roads 
out of the hands of their owners and in 
control of politicians it is easier to jack up 
their own high wages, at the expense, of 
course, of the common people who not only 
are compelled to pay increased passenger 
and freight rates, but provide from their 
own pockets for a great deficiency every 
month besides. 

Are we to have continued government 
operation of the telegraph and telephone 
lines? We have not government ownership 
of these utilities, but we have government 
operation, which is the next thing. And of 
course we have a BOOSTING OF BOTH 
TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE TOLLS— 
Uncle Sam conveniently assuming the pow- 
ers that heretofore have been supposed to 
be in the keeping of the States. Legal ac- 
tions to determine the power of the ad- 
ministration to take, wiily-nilly, these great 
properties ‘and advance rates for service 
will soon be pending in the United States 
Supreme Court. How far will the govern- 
mient be allowed to go in this direction— 
that is another nut for the Sixty-sixth Con- 
gress to crack. The government took 
charge of the telegraph and telephone lines 
July 31, 1918, and the people expected re- 
lief from what they thought excessive rates. 
What did they get? On March 28, 1919, an 
advance of 20 per cent. in rates was or- 
dered to take effect April 1, and the of- 
ficers of one company were ousted in order 
that they might not charge lower rates. Is 
thie state of things to be allowed to con- 
tinue?

HAT is to be done about {!mmigration 

and what measures, if any, are neces- 
sary to protect the workingmen of the 
United States from the flood of cheap labor 
expected to pour in when conditions fol- 
lowing the war are settled? Are the bars 
to be put up against the entrance of the 
Bolsheviki and the mangy army of European 
labor agitators whose only job will be to 
spread unrest and rebellion among Amer- 
ican wofkingmen who are now the best-paid 
in the world? What, if anything, is to be 
done to check the tide of uneducated aliens 
who, fleeing from intolerable burdens in 
various parts of Purope, will seek to et 
into the great American melting pot? Will 
it be wise to allow free ingress of this ele- 
ment among our people? This is a ques- 
tion that looms mightily, and it must be 
determined by the coming Congress. 

And what about the tariff’? 
announced as a part of the Republican pro- 
gramme of reconstruction that a bill cal- 
culated to PROTECT AMERICAN INDUS- 
TRIES (espectally in dyestuffs that we for- 
merly purchased of the German dye ring) 
will be offered, although no shift in the 
imposts in the shape of a general tariff 
law is proposed. Now both parties think 
of a tariff to promote foreign trade, al- 
though neither the Republican nor the 
Democratic party has abandoned its former 
doctrinal position. The necessity for eco- 
nomic independence, as regards essential 
comniodities, has been impressed by the 
war, and a desire for foreign trade may 
cause Congress to study the markets an4 
tariffs of other nations before fixing new 
schedules: and the whole tariff question 
may develop from one of a scale of duties 
to that of a basis wpon which to arrange 
reciprocity agreements. 

IV. 


NOTHER eubject that will command at- 

tention is the rising tide in favor of 
the BUDGET SYSTEM in making appro 
priations. Any private enterprise conducted 
on the financial plan of the government 
would soon be bankrupt. The only thing 
that saves us is the willingness of the peo- 
ple to submit to any burden of taxation 
which Congress sees fit to.impose. In war 
time they make allowances for emergen- 
cies; but now they are entitled to some 


protection, Nothing will contgibute more 


It is already 


We've Got to Clear the Road. 
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to the confidence of the people than the 
adoption of sound principles in the spend- 
ing of their money. The time is coming 
when the different branches of the govern- 
ment will make up in advance and submit 
to scrutiny estimates of their needs and 
will be confined to such allowances as the 
people should fairly be required to furnish; 
and expenditures in excess of that sum 
will be dealt with as violations of the law. 

But the most important matters of all 
will be the terms of the peace pact and the 
proposed covenant creating the League of 
Nations. The consideration by Congress of 
these questions of the most paramount im- 
portance Will be epochal. What the end of 
this history-making episode will be is still 
concealed in the womb of time. The de- 
bate will be as grave and significant as that 
accompanying the adoption of the American 
Constitution; and upon the final vote will 
depend the fate of unborn millions. 

Vast financial measures are pressing for 
settlement, and the failure of President WTIl- 
son to call the special session earlier has 
resulted in much embarrassment on the part 
of a number of the departments at Washin«e- 
ton. The great army and navy appropria- 
tion bill, military academy bill, agricultural 
bill, public building Dill, sundry civil bill, 
general deficiency, bill involving about 
$1,000,000,000, the bond bill for $1,000,000,000 
for the fostering of foreign commerce, and 
the railroad bill appropriating $759,000,000 
for advances to the Railroad Administra 
tion—these are some of the most. importan: 
measures that were left in the air when 
the gavel fell at noon March 4 last.

E Sixty-sixth Congress wil] come into 

power with a mandate direct from the 
people. For two years at least members of 
the Senate and the House will not stand on 
their hind legs or roll over or play dead at 
the call of the voice of any master, whether 
he be in the White House or out of it. 

While the work of legislative construc- 
tion will go on as fast ag the majority can 
push it, the possibilities are strong that the 
searchiight of investigation will be turned 
on several of the governmental departmen‘s 
for the purpose of ascertaining just how 
many millions of dollars of the hard-earned 
money of the American people was squan- 
dered,-stolen or fooled away on the altar of 
administrative folly and incompetency. The 
day of settlement is at hand. 


GAME OF GRAB. 
Among the anomalies of modern poll- 
tics are a Governor and State Legislature 


elected on an economy platform, pledged to 


reduce State expenses, preaching economy 


daily and apparently honestly attempting 


to effect some saving somewhere—and yet 
stripping the State of ita entire reserve 
fund and piling three or four million dol- 
lars on top of a governmental cost that is 
already abnormally and outrageously high. 

Such is the condition of affairs by which 
the taxpayers of California are confronted. 
The results of the preachments of economy 
lmve been general and special anpropria- 
tion bills that have already passed the $50,- 
000,000 mark and are stil! climbing. 

Why are these legislators, a majority of 
whom are sincere, making ducks and drakes 
of the State's revenues? Why is a Gor- 
ernor who desires an economiéal admiuis- 
tration using his influence to block retrench- 
ment? The secret of this contradiction ta 
to be found in the appropriation bills intro- 
duced during the present legislative ses- 
sion. 

Each section of the State is fearful lest 
some other section get more than its share. 
The cry “Give us ours” is so frequently ut- 
tered in Sacramento that it has become a 
refrain. Members go to the Legislature 
like housewives going to market; and each 
seeks to go home with his basket filled with 
choice appropriations for bis county or dis- 
trict. And woe to the legislator who re- 
turns empty-handed. He has gone to Sac 
ramento for the last time. The seat he 
has occupied in the Capitol will know him 
no more. It is a tradition of the Legisia- 
ture that no man who has carried economy 
to the point of renouncement and gone home 
without his share of the swag hag ever come 
back. 

This “grab” idea is so firmly tmplanted 
in the minds of the people themselves that 


it seems that nothing short of a financial 
collapse can’root it out. No section of the 
State is immune. Members starting for 
Sacramento are loaded down with bills for 
special appropriations. There is a rush to 
get them introduced and through commit- 
tees. It is a case of the devil take tho 
hindmost. Chambers of commerce, com- 
mercial federations and women's clubs all 
have their special bills. Each legislator is 
sagely advised to “fight for retrenchment, 
but try and get these bills through.” 

And .in this legislative market-place are 
cool, skilled politicians, veterans of many 
a seasion. Most of them hold salaried po- 
sitions under some State department or com- 
mission. They are the brokers of the leg- 
islative stock exchange; they know how to 
pilot appropriations through. Every one of 
the forty fat commissions has its political 
broker. He earns with three months of in- 
defatigable labor the right to loaf at full 
pay until the next Leeislature meets. For 
him the economists have no terror; he 
knows how to play the particular greed of 
each district against the general but unor- 
ganized sentiment for retrenchment; and 
the present condition of the State's finances 
is proof that he always wins. If further 
proof {s desired of his mastery of the situa- 
tion, just observe that"not one dollar has 
been cut from the budget of any one of 
those forty big commissions during the 
present session. | 

In this legislative melee an appropriation 
that has naught but merit to recommend it 
is. bound to be crushed. Take the case of 
the care of the State's orphaned wards. No 
powerful influence backed the plea for these 
homeless and kinless ones. Perhaps the 
clubwomen of the State should have looked 
after them; but the clubwomen were <ar- 
ried off their feet this year by the teachers’ 
lobby. The school teachers of the State are 
organized into one of the most powerful 
associations Sacramento hag ever seen. 
They cover every school district from Shas- 
ta to the Mexican border. In the north 
some three thousand of them belong to 
unions affiliated with the State Federation 
of Labor. These women are fnterested in 
the welfare of the school children, undeo- 
niably; but members of the Legislature can 
testify that the first interest of these wom- 
en teachers is in their own pay. During 
the present session they have put through 
a bill increasing that pay in an amount 
that the Board of Control estimates at a 
gross of $2,000,000. There was no money 
for that advance In the general revenue of 
the State, so ft is to be taken from the 
surplus in the State treasury. “Help the 
orphans ff you can; but give us ours first.” 

Jos Angeles sent to the Legislature ten 
Assemblymen pledged to a policy of re 
trenchment. | But if the people of Los An- 
geles knew the gross amount of the special 
appropriations the Chamber of Commercs 
and other Los Angeles associations indorsed 
and asked these men to put through the 
Legislature they would be appalied. Yet 
Los Angeles ig the least of all the offenders. 
The delegation resembles a Prometheus 
chained to a rock of special appropriation 
bills for which they are held accountable, 
while the vulture of extravagance gnaws at 
their vitals. Another opportunity for the 
taxpayers to secure relief at the hands of 
the Legislature from their constantly-in- 
creasing tax burdens has been wasted; but 
“Let him that is without guilt among you 
cast the Orst stone.” ‘

A strong criticism of conditions at 
the City Jail was made by Judge 
Valentine yesterday in awarding 
Gerhardt C. F. Michel, a drafted 
man, $300 judgment against Chief 
of Police Butler, and Officers EB. M. 
Slaughter, H. L. Gross and G. 
Smith, members or the war squad, 
for alleged false detention. 

Mr. Michel was arrested October 
28, 1918, and held’ two days and 
one night in the City Jail for being 
abdent from the jurisdiction of lo- 
eal board, Division No. 1, of Oak- 
land.

Judge Valentine, in giving him 
judgment, awarded it on the one 
point that he had been held incom- 
municado. This system at the City 
Jail is disgraceful, the court said.

PAVED HIGHWAY 
BORDER TO GULF. 


Will Connect Mexicali with 
San Felipe Port. 


Gov. Cantu and Fishing Inter- 
ests Back of Project. 


Extensive Traffic with Rich 
Region Predicted. 


TLOCAL ] 

CALEXICO, April 9.—A concrete 
paved road, 140 miles long, Is to 
be bullt from Mexicali on the in- 
ternational boundary line to the port 
of San Felipe on the eastern coast 
of the Lower California Peninsula. 
San Felipe is a guif port with such 
exceptiona] natural advantages that 
railroad and other business men 
who have been investigating its ré- 
sources and those of the adjacent 
country believe that, with adequate 
transportation facilities, it will be- 
come a substantia] asset to the Mex- 
jean republic and a trading and ex- 
port center of importance te the 
United States. 

Gov. Esteban Cantu of Lower 


California and men at the head of 
big fishing interests are financing 
the project. At the same time 
reconnaissance parties of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company are 
in the fleld making @ tentative sur- 
vey of a railroad line to connect the 


The route of the paved boulevard 
has been defin‘tely decided upon. It 
wilt extend from Mexicali through 
forty miles of rich cultivated land 
that extends ten to fifteen miles on 
each side of the road, thence twenty- 
Ove miles through level country bor- 
dering the Cocopah Mountains, to a 
tract of 100,000 acres of land owned 
by an Bnglish company and watered 
by the Shinn and Grivel umping 

lant. The water is taken from the 

ardy River and carried to the 
land through a canal twenty-five 
miles long. This tract of land, com- 
prising 160,000 acres in all, is ike a 
miniature Imperial Valley. Its 
rich, silt soll has produced crops re- 
garded as remarkable even in the 
highly productive Colerado River 
basin. 


GRADE IS LEVEL. 

There will be no engineering dim- 
culties in building the road. The 
grade is level and there is plenty 
Mayor Moupstain, 
about half the distance from Mexi- 
cali to San Felipe. Construction 
engineers say there will be no dif- 
ficulty in getting laborers. 

The road is in line with the gen- 
eral plan of construction and devel- 
opment undertaken several years 
ago by Gov. Cantu. He and his as- 
sociates believe it will be very 

rofitable both directly an4 indirect- 
y. It will be a tolj road and its 
bullders are confident that i will 
yield good returns on the invest- 
ment and also that it will be the 
means of building up an extensive

At high tide there is a sandy beach 
averaging fifty feet or more in 
width and at low tide from half 4 
mile to a mile: The temperature 
there is delightfully warm in winter. 
During the winter months there is 


a gentile soft breeze from the 
south, the atmosphere closely re- 
sembling that of the South Sea 
Islands. 


TO BE WINTER RESORT. . 
These conditions, coupled with the 
fact that there is a hot, salt sepri 
on the beach Gov. Cantu an 
his associates to believe that 
Felipe will me a popular winter 
resort. The road will also 
within two or three miles of Vol- 
cano Lake, where there are hun- 
dreds of acres of hot, sulphur mud, 
the curative properties of which 
for rheumatism and kindred all- 
ments are said to have already been 
proved. 

San Felipe’s fishing industry, it ts 

predicted, will make ft a busy com- 
mercial point. In addition to the 
enormous ‘quantities of fish that 
can be taken there are clams, tur- 
tiles and lobsters and, at low tide, 
many acres of oysters. These oys- 
ters are not as large &s Atlantic 
Coast and Gulf of Mexico bivalves, 
but are about twice as large as the 
California variety. 
. Gov. Cantu and the Investigating 
engineers are convinced that to tap 
a region close to the border and 
rich with agricultural, commercial 
and climatic advantages will be « 
development enterprise wel) worth 
while. Traneportation ts the chief 
requisite and that will be provided 
by the paved highway.

HANSON TALKS TO MAYORS. 


Badge of Office Often Badge of Fear, He 
Tells Riverside Audience. 


[EXCLUSIVE 


RIVERSIDE, April 9. — In two 
ringing addresses here today, one at 
a gathering of city officials and 
Mayors from a dozen Southern Cal- 
ifornia cities, and another in White 
Park on the occasion of the dedica- 
tion of a memorial, Mayor Ole Han- 
son of Seattle found fitting oppor- 
tunity to preach 100 per cent. Amer- 
icanism and to warn both capital 
and labor against the menace of 
Bolshevism. 

“It ts remarkable,” sald Mayor 
Hanson in responding to the intro- 
duction of Mayor Horace Porter, 
“that when an official does his plain 
duty in an emergency it becomes 
a matter of national interest. Doubt- 
less it is the fault of Mayors, rather 
than that of the people, that execu- 
tives do not receive the reapect that 
should attach to their office. The 
badge of office is often the badge 
of fear. I have known officials to 
stand in the way of public improve- 
ments because of the fear of cer- 
tain interests, or of the condemna- 
tion of some little newspaper. 

“People know pretty well what 
their Mayors are doing, about as 
well as their wives. The People 
have pretty long memories and will 
not return to office a man whom. 
they think has not done his duty. 
Such a man has about as few fol-

MUST MARCH TOGETHER. 


Mayor Hanson expressed the hope 
that the next Congress would do 
something besides play politics, and 
declared that capital and labor must 
march down the aisle together in 
order to defeat the enemies of gov- 
ernment. Referring to world con- 
ditions, Mayor Hanson said: 

“A peace treaty must not be 
signed until it contains a guarantee 
of everlasting peace. Bolshevism 
must fall, or all government must 
fall. It is a mags attack upon civil- 
ization. Unless the nations unite to 
free the world and emerge from 
the Peace Conference with a clean- 
cut document in which they agree 
that war shall no more devastate 
the world, within five fears they 
will fall before an enraged people.” 


TRIBUTE TO MOTHERHOOD. 


Mayor Hanson's second address, 
which was a tribute to metherhood, 
was delivered on the occasion of the 
dedication by the French colony of 
a bronze tablet in White Park, ded- 
icated to the mothers of Riverside 
county whose sons had a part in 
the great war. 

M. Louls Sentous, French Consul 
of Los Angeles, presented the tab- 
let In a brief address delivered in 
both French and English. The tab- 
let reposes on a five-ton granite 
rock brought from the Perris Hills, 
twenty miles distant.

Its atti- 
tude was that as the Harbor Com- 
mission will have complete contro!

It was announced yesterday that 
the Wilmington Chamber of Com- 
merce will oppose the present plan 
of the Harbor Commission to pass 
a resolution guaranteeing the con- 
atruction of a boulevard and draw- 
bridge, or tube, across the West 
Basin, between San Pedro and 
Wilmington, . out of the proposed 
bond issue, to be voted on May 6.
